Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: For the reasons of record, (i) Markush type 
language "...selected from the group consisting of ... and ..." is closed-ended language to list specified alternatives of a group in a claim. 
Since "other tolperisone analogs" allows for inclusion of indefinite number of compounds having characteristic or property of "tolperison 
analogs" (that are known today and those that may be discovered in the future), the recitation of "other tolperisone analogs" as 
alternatively usable substances or members in claim renders the definition of the subject-matter of said claims unclear, (ii) With respect to 
the alleged unexpected results of showing "a desirable synergistic muscle-relaxing effect associated with administration of combination of 
flupertine and tolperisone in both rats and mice", the examiner recognizes that there is no indication in the instant claims that muscle- 
relaxing effect is essentially synergistically enhanced. Since the objective evidence of nonobviousness is not commusurate in scope with 
the claims which the evidence is offered to support, the examiner maintains that Lobisch et al. and Cai et al. in combination make obvious 
the instant invention. 
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
